INTERRUPTED BY COURT. 


"What Is R State constitution, but 
an organic act of legislation b;r - the 
people?" Inquired the justice. 
"That is expressly what! I under- 
stand it to be," responded Pillsbury. 
"Then there is legislative power in 


the people." 
"To make a constitution, yes." 
Pillsbury suggested that -the people 


might put into, their .State constitu- 
tion anything not in conflict with the 
restrictions of trie federal ' const! tu- 
tidn.

Of this amount California contributed $1,527,- 
930,062., During the Civil War, wh.en the country was flooded with 
paper currency and the credit of the nation was in peril, California 
.produced $172,'000,000 in gold. An inestimable treasure in, a tkne 
of extreme disturbance when the government had nowhere else to

thunders. John Bull writes to the Times to"texpress his horror .of 
Italian barbarity and his sympathy for that.oppressed innocent; the 
Arab. The British press .was silent •when'-the desert-tribesmen were 
massacreing and robbing the" Armenian '.Christians. and when the 
soldiers of the Sultan were committing; the most'horrible outrages 
on the Christian inhabitants of the Balkan peninsula.

They were quite smug arid, com- 
placent when Jews arid Christians were .victims, but they suddenly 
become wonderfully sympathetic when the -Turk .jitters a cry of 
distress. 


The British nation is the greatest huhibug;;on earth. Its arro- 


gant self-righteoiisness.is a false pretense of the flimsiest descrip- 
tion. Some hypocritical and discreditable-motive is behind this 
manufactured indignation at Italian atrocities in Tripoli. The 
atrocities themselves are of British manufacture. -They are re- 
ported to British journals from Malta, a British possession. 
One 


of the chief witnesses is an English officer serving in the Turkish 
army. The side this Englishman volunteered to take typifies the 
attitude of his country. He is for the Turk against the Christian. 
Very likely a part of his business is to fire the ^British heart against 
the inhuman Italian.

"The public utilities committee finds 
itself In the following- position: At the 
present time and until the special ses- 
sion of the 
legislature, which will be 
called next month, we have jurisdiction 
enabling the council of this city to fix 
fares within the city limits. 
"At the last State election an amend- 
ment to the constitution was voted on 
and carried giving all powers to fix rates 
for transportation qompaniea to the State 
railroad commission. Enabling laws will 
doubtless bff pawned at the' coming sp,ac- 
liil session of I he legislature will Vest 
all such powers In such railroad commis- 


"Any action that tho counclj of this 
city rnay take in the meantime would ba 
superfluous and of no avail. It is self- 
evident that not enough time could elapss 
whereby any definite results 
could be 
accomplished by any action of the city 
council. 
"As to the foregoing we have been 


•fully advised by the city attorne.y.

vious correspondence arid meetings re- 
garding reduction of rates in Alameda to 
Z1^ cents between all stations throughout 
the city. As explained to the honorable 
council at our meeting- at Alameda, it; 
would bo Impossible for the railroad com- 
pany to furnish the people of Alameda 
the service • that they desire and which 
we have hoped to fi.irnlsh them, at the 
above rates. 
"The matter of reduced faros for street 
car transportation has been tried Put in 
eastern cities and without success. ' We 
nave spent large sums of money In per- 
fecting and improving the lines "'• and 
equipment'in Alameda, such expense be- 
ing much greater than

respect to street car lines.
